DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is responsive to the Applicant's response filed 12/16/08. 

As indicated in Applicant's response, claims 96, 105 have been amended. Claims 96, 98- 
100, 105, 107 are pending in the office action, and the rest of the claims canceled. 

EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. Claims 96, 98-100, 105, 107 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The claims now have been amended according to the changes suggested/proposed by the 
Examiner and/or exchanged during the telephone interview filed 10/02/08; that is, the changes 
enabling the invention to distinguish over the prior art of record in terms of the specificity with 
which the use of design matrix — including row of Functional Requirements (FRs), and columns 
of Design Parameters (DPs) — is extended to implement object-oriented structures represented 
respectively in the matrix; i.e. matching involving parent node class and leaf members 
(attribute/methods) in terms of checking whether members of OO class satisfy requirement of the 
pertinent parent object using the DPs/FRs matrix set up. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
